Offices and places of business 
coming under provincial and 
municipal legislation will close on 
Wednesday in observance of Re-' 
membrance Day, commemorating | 
the 24th anniversary of the cessa- 
tion of hostilities in the Great | 
War of 1914-1918. Those coming | 
| under Dominion legislation will 
remain open. 


\Fighting in Progress 


| The difference in treatment | 
| arises out of the meaning and in-| 
| terpretation of existing legislation. | 

In the result retail and whole- 
sale stores and places of business, 
including grocery and hardware | 
establishments, will close. | 

The provincial and civic govern- 
ment offices will close and gener- 
ally speaking, business will be re- 
duced to a minimum. | 

Dominion government offices will | 
re.nain open. 

Banks also will remain open 
doing business as usual, Theatres 
and restaurants may remain open. 

Any confusion arising from ob- 
servance of the day, has resulted 
from the wording of existing legis- 
lation. In some the day is specifi- 
cally mentioned; in others a special 
order-in-council must be passed. 

Remembrance Day has been a day 
of cessation of work throughout the 
Dominion. This year, with a view to 
promoting the war effort, the Do- 
| minion government did not pass the 
order-in-council required under the 
legislation to declare the day a holi- 
| day. 

In the provincia? legislation, Re- 
membrance Day is specifically men- 
tioned as a holiday and no order- 
| in-council is required each year to 
| declare it a holiday. Thus, it cannot 
be varied unless amended by the 
legislature. 

Therefore, in the net result, all 
places of business :ubject to provin- 
cial and municipal license and per- | 
|mission to operate must close. 
| Those operating directly under the 
Dominion, such as Dominion gov- 
ernment ‘offices and banks, will 
| remain open

Axis Dive-Bombers Attack Ships 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—(CP)—Vichy reported tonight that 
Axis dive-bombers had entered the battle of North Africa 
and that French colonials were being strengthened on the At- 
lantic coast but the United States expedition was putting | 
thousands of men on the beaches and pressing in on the key 
strongholds of Vichy’s African Empire. 

The Vichy radio said Nazi Stukas attacked six American 
troopships in the harbor of Algiers early this afternoon but | 
United States and British forces were putting up a hot screen | 
of anti-aircraft fire from ship and shore batteries. 


Vichy Assumes Darlan Prisoner

German dispatches from Vichy today said “it is assumed 
here with increasing probability Monday morning that both 
Admiral Darlan and Gen, Juin have been taken prisoner” in 
North Africa.

The White House disclosure apparently meant that 
American forces (reported by Vichy radio to have landed 
in Algeria within 60 miles of Tunisia) intended to drive 
eastward to help the British trap the remnants of Rom- 
mel’s forces in Tripolitania and Libya. 

The President, the White House said, sent messages Sat- 
urday night to Admiral Jean Pierre Esteva, fhe resident gen- 
eral at Tunis, and Sidi Moacef Pacha, the Bey of Tunis. The 


messages were sent at the same time the President notified | - 


France, Spain and Portugal of the American invasion of 
French North Africa. 


Plan Only Destruction of Enemy 


In his message to the Bey of Tunis Mr. Roosevelt said 
“the indomitable and massive armed forces which I am dis- 
patching to North Africa in collaboration with the forces of 
France, will co-operate with you in the defence of your coun- 
try. They have no other aim than the early destruction of 
our common enemies. 

“They and their Allies hope for the great privilege of 
passing through Tunisia, thus enabling them to accomplish 
their mission—the elimination of the for: 5 of evil from 
North Africa.” 

‘Tunisia is a narrow French protectorate lying between 
Algeri ia, where American forces have made two landings on 
the Mediterranean coast, and Italian Tripolitania and Libya.

If Darlan is in American hands 
at Algiers, he may have been given 
time to make up his mind. That 
would account for the complete 
lack of news on his whereabouts, 

Should Darlan join the Allies. 
it was noted, he might advise the 
French fleet not to offer resist- 
ance to the Americans and Brit- 
ish, However, in any event it was 
thought in London that the Al- 
lied fleet in the Mediterranean 
could handle any interference by 
the French navy. 


Darlan in the past has been re- 
garded as bitterly  anti-British. 
However, it was said that recently 
there had been considerable dif 
ference of opinion as to where Dar 
lan actually stood and it was known 
that he and Premier Pierre Laval 
entertained no affection for one 
another.

John Wooleott Forbes, arrested re- 
cently in Mexico City, and said by 
the government to be wanted in 
Australia for alleged stock frauds 
aggregating $10,000,000, was held 
in $100,000 bail Saturday in Federal 
court.

Fighting Scotsman Leads 


Great Allied Naval Force 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—(CP)—A fighting Scotsman, Ad: 
miral Sir Andrew Browne Cunningham, 58, is back in action 
in the Mediterranean as commander on the big Allied fleet 
supporting the United States assault on French North Africa 
—and this news is not going to help sagging Italian morale. 


For “Andrew 86.”, as he

The landing of United States troops in 
Morocco and Algiers sets the battle of 
Egypt in perspective. Of major import- 
ance for its direct results, that engagement 
is now seen to have been the starting gun 
in a program of indefinitely large opera- 
tions. It was left to the Eighth army to 
open the show — and they did it with a 
bang. 

The second front is now being estab- 
lished. It is based in North Africa, where 
the process can be carried through with 
minor interference. What are to be the 
specific objectives in Europe, and what the 
lines of attack, we will know in time. 
Hitler is left to guess, with a large assort- 
ment of possibilities to choose from. 

The immediate effect is to shatter the 
schemes of the Nazis to extend control 
over French Africa and secure new bases 
from which to wage war upon the Atlantic 
sea lanes—possibly from which to launch 
bomber attacks against this continent and 
South America, The southern boundary 
of the Axis field of domination is now the 
north shore of the Mediterranean, and 
Berlin has something else to think about 
than plots to invade the Near East.

“Rout” Is the Word 


General Montgomery was evidently 
right in saying some days ago that the 
victory in Egypt was “complete and abso- 
lute”, as he was in drawing the plans which 
brought it about. 

It is possible that Rommel may succeed 
in halting the rout and collecting enough 
of his forces to make a stand or may at- 
tempt a “Dunkirk” evacuation. Barring 
that possibility, his army appears to be a 
total loss. 

Detailed reports now coming through 
make plain that the Nazi commander had 
no more difficulty than his opponent in 
recognizing that disaster had overtaken 
him. His Afrika Korps promptly seized all 
the motorized transport available, under 
orders of course, and headed west, leaving 
the Italian divisions stranded. 

Probably that was the best thing that 
could be done in the circumstances; but 
Italian feeling will not be soothed by this 
military consideration. Neither the Italian 
soldiers nor their countrymen will over- 
look or forget that their contemptuous 
allies left them in the lurch. Nor can they 
fail to see in this another proof of how 
little the masterful Nazis care for what 
happens to their Fascist comrades—or to 
Italy, 

It is early to speculate on what may fol- 
low tlt rout of Rommel’s army, though 
both Berlin and Rome are doing so with 
obvious anxiety. The fighting may not be 
over yet, and the mopping up is not com- 
plete. With Allied forces holding Algeria 
and threatening Tunisia, the remnant of 
the Axis forces are in the jaws of a closing 
trap. 

There are possibilities of great magni- 
tude in the changed situation, which may 
or may not eventuate quickly. An invasion 
of Italy by way of Sicily is one of these. 
Nor is an offensive in the Balkans beyond 
conception, The decisive nature of the vic- 
tory restores freedom of action to the 
Allies in the whole Near East region. They 
can now pick the next point for attack, 
and take time to make preparations. It is 
the turn of Adolf and Benito to do the 
worrying and wondering as they ponder 
the map of the Mediterranean,

An Army of Buyers 

Next to providing $950,000,000 to keep 
the war effort going full blast, the import- 
ant outcome of the Victory Loan campaign 
is that well over a million bond-purchases 
were made. 

Some of these subscriptions came from 
corporations and public bodies. But the 
vast majority of buyers were individuals. 
Payroll subscribers alone numbered well 
up to half of the total. Other personal 
subscriptions account for all but a small 
per centage of the balance of sales made. 

This was not a “Big Shot” loan, The 
average subscription seems likely to work 
out, when all returns are in, at less than 
$1,000, This includes the large purchases 
made by great business concerns and muni- 
cipal, provincial and other public bodies. 
The multitude of small subscriptions and 
moderate subscriptions is reflected in the 
relatively low over-all average, 

This marks the loan as a “popular” 
loan in the literal sense of the word. The 
people of the country in general, not a frac- 
tion only, did the buying. People of all 
classes, of all occupations, all grades of 
financial circumstance, in all parts of th 
Dominion bought bonds. Rich and poor, 
east and west, farmers and townsflok, pro- 
fessional men and laborers, handed over 
their money and became bond-holders. 
They are now creditors of their country. 

This is important for several reasons. 
It is still true that “Where the treasure is 
there will the heart be The rule 
works both ways. The purchasers bought 
bonds because they wanted to help wan the 
war; and they will be even more keenly 
interested in the progress of the effort be- 
cause they have staked their hard-earned 
money on the outcome

number of people, these securities are less 
likely to become the basis for an inflation-

And, allowing for the usual number of 
persons per family, approximately half the 
people in Canada now have insurance 
against future want, insurance they would 
not have if they had not put money into 
these safest of all securities, The sound 
judgment they showed in buying the bonds 
should, and in most cases will, urge them 
to hold these as assets to be cashed only 
in case of emergency. The bond-buyer is 
safer for the future because he bought, and 
the country is safer economically because 
so many bought.

There are signs that 
that disunity has not been resolved 
in a common war plan. And the 
people of the United States are not 
going to risk the issue of the war 
without opening their mouths. 
There are always only two 
alternatives with a lively public 
opinion in time of war: present the 
people with a brilliant military and 
civilian performance, or expect an 
impassioned demand to know what 
is wrong.

And Mine

The best criterion of a child's 
good diet is the state of his own 
health. We cannot possibly feed 
all children identically as some 
make better use of the food they 
eat and can be well-nourished on 
smaller portions, while with others 


just the opposite condition may 
prevail 
Mrs. P. A. W. seems to have little 


to worry her except that her baby’s 
diet does not compare in every de- 


tail with that of a friend’s baby 
“My nine-months-old baby weighs 
20 pounds and has grown nine 
inches. This means he has tripled 
his birth weight. But, in compar- 
ing his food with that of my 
friend’s baby I wonder if he is be- 


ing fed rightly. 

“At 7 am. he gets 3 tablespoons 
of cereal and 8 ounces of canned 
milk. That is, four of milk, four of 
water and one tablespoon of sugar. 

“He plays from 7:30 to 9:30 and 
then has his bath, his cod-liver oil 
and pineapple juice. He naps‘until 
noon and is given one can of strain- 
ed vegetable or scup and 8 ounces 
He plays outdoors, has 
another nap and at 6 o'clock has 
3 more tablespoons of cereal, ‘2- 
can of strained fruit, plus gelatine, 
custard egg-volk and eight 
ounces of formula 

“He is an extremely happy baby 
His teeth do not bother him at all

Should he have fresh milk now? |

Should I continue to put sugar in 
his milk? Since he can drink water 
from a cup should his milk be 
served this way’? When can | start 
chopped instead of strained foods?

General Order 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that 
the cost-of living index number for October 1, 
1942, is 117.8 (adjusted index 116.9) as compared 
with the cost of living index number for July 2, 
1942, of 117.9 (adjusted index 117). 


The Wartime Wages Control Order, P. C, 5963, 
provides in Section 48 (iv): 


“the amount of the bonus shall not be 
changed unless the cost of living index 
number has changed one whole point or 
more since the last general order of the 
Board requiring an increase or decrease in 
the amount thereof.” 


The index number not having changed by one 
whole point or more since July 2, 1942, pursuant 
to the provisions of P. C. 5963 as stated, the 
National War Labour Board orders that the terms 
of its General Order dated August 4, 1942, shall 
continue to apply for the period November 15, 
1942, to February 15, 1943, subject to the right of 
employers or employees to apply to a War Labour 
Board for authorization of payment of such an 
amount of cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be “fair and reasonable,” under the 
provisions of the Order.
